A Tremendous Barley Farm. 


"Wo have now secured 250,000 acres 


of land in North Dakota for barley 
farms, and next spring we will send 
thousands of German emigrants to that 
state from Ohio, West Virginia and In- 
diana," said Colonel O, M. Towner as 
he discussed the future of this great 
northern state. Colonel Towner is man- 
ager of what is best known as the Barley 
syndicate of Chicago. During the last 
two or three months the company has 
succeeded in securing 250,000 acres of 
land in North Dakota, on which it is 
proposed to place German farmers to 
raise barley for malt purposes. These 
lands have been purchased in Nelson, 
Norman, Towner, Ramsey, Steele and 
Bottineau counties. 


It is the opinion of the managers of 


this company that barley can be most 
successfully grown in that state, and 
they have the conviction of their belief 
sufficiently to purchase these lands and 
to send out emigrants from other states. 
The Germans are chosen on account of 
their knowledge of barley culture for 
this purpose. These emigrants will not 
be tenants, but owners of the land, it 
being sold to them on easy terms. The 
crops will be bought by the company 
and shipped to all points where there is 
a demand for barley.—St. Paul Pioneer 
Press. 


To Celebrate the Marsclllulge, 


Another effort is being made by the 


inhabitants of Choisy-le-Boi, outside of 
Paris, to observe with much solemnity 
and ceremonial what is vaguely called 
the "Centenary of the Marseillaise." 
Choisy-le-Boi claims to possess the dust 
of Rouget de I'lsle—the composer of the 
hymn—who was buried therein 1886, 
his birthplace being Lons-le-Sanlnier, in 
the department of the Jura. On this ac- 
count the members of the borough coun- 
cil consider that they have the right to 
take the initiative in organizing a Bight 
Republican festival this year, as the Mar- 
Beillase, under the title of "Chant de 
Guerre de 1'Armee du Rhin," was first 
heard in 1792. 


President Carnot is to be asked to be- 


come honorary president of the commit- 
tee of the fete, and appeals for funds 
will be made to all the cities, and also 
to communes which possess more than 
4,000 inhabitants. No date as yet has 
been fixed for the celebration of the cen- 
tenary, to which it is presumed that 
every patriotic Frenchman will give his 
sentimental and sympathetic—if not 
practical 
and 
pecuniary—support.—

The owner supposes that it is 
intact, but he does not know, and he 
cannot learn even by paying the duty 
again, for the official wants a new in- 
voice, and the importer is naive enough 
to think tnat he can persuade the official 
that the first invoice, which is filed at 
the custom house, accurately describes 
the book on its fourth voyage across the 
Atlantic.—New York Times. 


A Russo-Cblnese Hallway. 


A Rosso-Chinese railway is reported 


as the objective point of negotiations 
now going on between Russian and 
Chinese representatives. Russia wants 
the right to build a railway from Vladl- 
vostock, the Pacific terminal oi! the pro- 
posed Siberian railway, across the north* 
era boundary of Coxea to Tien-Tain, and 
thence to Shanghai.

At tha Lawyers' dab a few nighte ago 


judge Ruf us B. Cowing and Judge Henry 
A. Qildersleeve were spinning y&ras on 
the queer experiences they have had with 
the thieving fraternity, when not known. 
Judges Gildersleeve and Cowing are two 
jolly and moat entertaining compan- 
ions. They are very popular wherever 
they go and now and then meet with a 
sharper who tries to ingratiate himseU 
in their good graces to the extent of as 
many dollars as they may happen to have 
in their pockets. 


Jadge Qildersleeve was telling how he 


was approached by a bunko man a few 
years ago at the Pennsylvania railroad 
depot in Jersey City, and how he crossed 
the ferry with the "hand shaker," who 
thought he had made a great capture. 
Judge Gildersleeve is a famous sports- 
man and a sharpshooter. He has won 
many prizes with his rifle at national 
and international tournaments, and has 
writteh a dozen books on rifles, marks- 
manship and game, big and little. He 
was returning from a trip to Pennsylva- 
nia, where he had had a very pleasur- 
able time shooting with a party of Phil- 
adelphia lawyer friends.

Then came the "pal," just as Judge 


Qildersleeve expected. 
He was just 


stepping aboard the Desbroaees Street 
ferry when he got another slap on the 
back. 


"My dear Mr. Johnson, how are you 


and what are you doing over here? You 
don'c remember me, bnt I knew you 
years ago in Philadelphia," and1 bunko 
man No. 3 plied his tongue in foe most 
voluble manner, Judge Qildersleeve as- 
senting to everything he sairt. 
The 


bunko man bad got Judge Qildersleeve 
to promise that he would meet him again 
when he saw he couldn't get him to join 
him in a quiet game or a liquid smile. 


"Now, my dear Mr. Johnson, don't 


forget to meet me, will yon?" said the 
bunko man as he stepped out of the 
ferry house on the New York side. 


"Officer, arrest this man," said Judge 


Qildersleeve to a policeman standing by. 


"Say, you old jay, what do yon mean?" 


shouted the bunko man, red with anger. 


"We will meet again, young man, in 
a short time, I hope. I will give you my 
name and place of business—Henry A. 
Qildersleeve, judge. Part 3, court of gen- 
eral sessions." 


"What's the charge, judge?" asked the 
policeman. 


"Suspicious character." 
The next day the bunko mam was sent 


to the island for six months by Justice 
Power, of the Tombs. 


THE "PAL" SENTENCED. 


Two months later Judge Qildersleeve 


had the pleasure of meeting the man 
who was king of the New York "hand 
shakers," "Kid" Miller. Miller -was the 
man who first addressed the judge in 
the depot at Jersey City. 


"Miller, I've met you before," said 
Judge Gildersleeve. 


"Not guilty," replied Miller.

Jersey City one day two months ago, with 
a gun and a basket and dressed in my 
hunting clothes. I had been on a little 
pleasure expedition, and you saw fit to 
interfere in the business of a peaceable, 
law abiding citizen.

"lungers," who aro generally found to 
be pretty plentiful. "Lungers," pro- 
nounced "Inng-ers," is a word that has 
not as yet got into general usage outside 
the range of the pine tree odors of the 
northernmost part of New York state;

perceived and compel instant admira- 
tion for their simplicity and significance. 


The "lungers" of the Adirondack 


regions are none other than the con- 
sumptives who resort thither for the 
benefit of their lung troubles, and who 
form a class by themselves in the eyes 
of the natives apart from the mere 
huntsmen and pleasure seekers. There 
is a sort of distinction in being a lunger 
that naught else can give, and though 
the word thus evolved by an admirable 
philological fitness seems to have a touch 
of rugged brutality in it at first sight, 
yet there is, after all, a kind of rough 
sympathy in it that is redolent of the 
soil. 


As the pulmonary knowledge of the 


Adirondack people increases in minute- 
ness, us it doubtless will, one may ex- 
pect to hear the more detailed designa- 
tion > of "one lungers," "half lungers," 
etc., though this, it is believed, has not 
yet been observed.—New York Tribune,
